E E Houſe of Peers having ordered the 
Printing of this Letter for the view of the 
Publick, and Engliſimen having the liberty of 
a expreſſing their thoughts concerning publick 
Octittretie that may affect their Nation, I take the 
freedom to give the Reader my private Sentiments upon 
the Contents of this Letter; and ſhall not put my ſelf 
to the trouble to deſcant on 1t Paragraph by Paragraph, | 
but only conſider the moſt material Paſſages in it, 
We find there is a young Plot about reſtoring a young 
Prince, and Madam de Mentenon is Midwife of it. 
There never yet were Meaſures concerted towards the 
Deſtruction of a Kingdom, but a Woman (and ſhe ge- 
nerally a Whore) or a Prieſt, was embarquedin the De- 
ſign.

That the French Fleet is great, 
their, Stores full, and they will doubtleſs be Maſters of the 
Seas this Summer: The Dutch dare not ſtir before the Eng- 
liſh are ready: And he much queſtions whether we. are 
willing to act or no. That we are not as ready r 
Fleet as the French are with theirs, is none of my fault, 
let the Lords of the Admiralty have a care of their Candle 
in this point. However, I am certain the French, nor 
no Nation under Heaven can be Maſters of the Nar- 
row Seas, whilſt the Navy of England is under a» good 
management. This is indeed our Misfortune, and the 
only hopes of our Enemies: For when the Walls of our 
Illand are out of repair, or guarded by men of no Un- 
derſtanding; when our Seamen are diſcouraged, abuſed, 
= cheated. of their Pay, we are really expoſed to the 
ttacks of our defigning- and ambitious Neighbours : 
But let not K. James Party depend too much upon the 
il Condition of our Fleet; tho we are betrayed in our

Can we ever be ſo abominably ſtu- 
pid to ſubmit to the French, the moſt inſolent and bar- 
barous of all Foreign Powers? God forbid that ever 
this Nation ſhould be ſeized with ſuch a Frenzy. 
Let the Facobites themſelves conſider the effect of ſuch 
a Revolution. I ſolemnly proſeſs, I hate not a Jacobite, 
but pity bim, who is miſtaken in his Notions and Inte- 


reſt. Can they imagin that ever the French King will

If he uſes his own People 
thus, I may ſay his on Fleſh and Blood, what may we 
expect from ſo unnatural and inhuman a Tyrant? Will 
ydu ſee your Country waſted, and your Eſtates in 
the hands of Foreigners? Will you have your Wives 
raviſhed, your Daughters deflowr'd, your Infatits mur- 
der'd before your eyes? Call in a French Power. Are 
you willing to quit your Freedoms, to paſs out = _ 
Ti Oxid 
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World through the moſt horrid and inexpreſſible Tor- 
tures; and the few remaining amongſt you not tortur'd 
to Death, to live in perpetual Slavery? Call in K. James, 
a French Power, and the Devil all at once. 

Are the Jacobites all turn d Papiſts? Can they tell their 
Beads? Have they learnd to mumble Pater Nofters and 
Ave Marys? If fo, they may ſurvive the Ruin of their 
Country; but if not, they will only have the advantage 
of being laſt deftroy'd, and Tyrannical Gluttons gene-

And compounding the buſineſs after the method of 
the lazy Proteſtant Miniſter he ſpeaks of, is as abſurd 
as bringing in K. Fames by a French Power.

We have, Parag. 1 1. a Confirmation of the Lanca- 
ſhire Plot diſcovered to the Parliament ſome years ago, 
which was ridicul'd by the Jacobites, and trifl'd with by 
ſome who ought to have taken better notice of it.
